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PREFACE 


This inaugural edition of the ^‘‘Unesco Fellowship Handbook*^ is the 
first of a series designed to provide details of all available oppoi tunities 
for trans-national study, and organized arrangements made in this field 
It should, therefore, he of practical assistance for those wishing to travel 
out of their own countries for purposes of study. It also constitutes a 
repository of information on the considerable investments by governments, 
universities, foundations and charitable institutions in the promotion of 
international study Whether these fellowships or awards are designed 
to assist the reconstruction or development of a particular countiy, to encou- 
rage scientific research, to stimulate artistic exchange or to promote inter- 
national understanding in general, they represent a striking volume of 
assistance from many sources to individuals chosen for their capacity to 
advance the cause of learning and to profit from the cultural heritage of 
countries other than their own. 

As explained in the introductory chapter, this first volume is in no way 
complete. It is an attempt at a comprehensive mapping of a large and 
only partially charted sea I hope that continuing efforts will not only 
reveal further existing opportunities but encourage the development of new 
opportunities in foreign study on an ever wider scale.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Second Session of the General Conference of Unesco, held in 
November 1947, msti noted the Durector-General to “request the co-ope- 
ration of Member States in the preparation of reports on the activities of 
governmental and non-governmental organizations affecting the interna- 
tional movement of persons. These reports should include data on the 
number^ character^ availability and sponsorship of fellowships, scholars- 
hips and other types of assistance currently offered or proposed for study, 
research, teaching, training and observation abroad together with infor- 
mation on fellowship awards, fields and countries of study. (Resolution 
2 » 1 * 2 * 1 ( ^ 

In implementation of this Resolution, the Secretariat sent a question- 
naiie in May 1948 to Member States of Unesco, of the United Nations 
and to other countiies, to enquire into existing programmes of fellow- 
ships, scholarships, or any awards which affoid oppoitunities (1) for 
their own nationals to study or receive traimng in other coxmtries, (2) 
for nationals of other coimtries to study or receive training m their 
country, and (3) for nationals of other countries to study or receive 
training in countries other than their own. 

Unesco requested details on opportunities available for the years 
1948-49, 1949-50, and if possible for 1950-51, Unesco also asked for in- 
formation on awaids already made for foreign study from the end of 
the war up to the present time, as it was b^ieved that the collection 
and analysis of such information would provide useful guides concer- 
mng the major trends in this aspect of international cultural inter- 
change 

The object of the enquiry and the present Handbook is to promote 
international educational interchange- The means used in such inter- 
change may be a fellowship, a scholarship, a travel or training grant, 
or a bilateral exchange. These terms are used in a wide variety of 
senses by correspondents In general, for purposes of this enquiry, 
the woids ‘‘fellowship” and “scholarship” are used synonymously to 
mean an awaid enabling a national of one country to travel to another 
country foi study or trainmg for a stated period of time. One of the 
Unesco-sponsored fellowship schemes, in its prospectus, describes 
fellowship and acholarslup opportumties m the following terms ; “A 
fellowship is an mvestment in the intellectual life upon which civilis- 
ation is founded — an investment made through an mdividual. The 
returns from that investment depend on the degree to which the fellow 
is able to strengthen and eniich his subsequent career, his profession 
and the reconstruction of the intellectual hfe of his country because of 
his fellowship experience”. 

The Handbook now published and its future supplements and edi- 
tions aim at publicizmg periodically all possible information on fel- 
lowship and related opportunities, at ascertaixung their availability and 
the sidbject fields covered. Wider knowledge of awards will, it is 
hoped, increase the numbei and quality of candidates. It may sug- 
gest to prospective donors areas where new programmes may be deve- 
loped, and bring into perspective possible overlappings of emphasis 
and areas of outstanding need* 

In planning the enquiry, it was recognized that m certain States 
considerable machinery would have to be developed to collect the 
information, as various of&cial agencaes and private bodies — such as 
universities, research institutes, foundations, welfare orgamzations and 
industrial concerns — would have to be approached. It was believed 
that such approaches could be made more eflFecdvely by a central 
organization in the State concerned, rather than by a central interna- 
tional agency which would be unfamiliar with local conditions. It was 
also hoped that collection of such information m one place within a 



coxmtry might initiate a process of periodic enqiwry of value to the 
country itself 

As can be seen from the material presented in Chapter IV, detailed 
responses have been received from many correspondents. It is recog- 
nized that many of these are not complete, and that certain countries 
are still engaged in collecting the information. Additional material, 
and mformation on new awards, will be mcluded in future supplements 
and editions of the Handbook which will he published periodically. To 
those who have worked on the collection of the material, an expression 
of thanks is due. together with a hope for their collaboration in the 
contmiung enquiry. 

As the usefulness of the material as a source of practical mformation 
decreases with every day of delay in publication, it has been decided not 
to wait for complete reports from all correspondents, but to pubhsh 
with a minimum of delay the returns from a representative group of 
States. It 16 hoped that the publication of a hrst volume will encourage 
other States to submit reports for later puhhcatiou. 

It has been decided not to publish m the first volume, owmg to the 
uneven and incomplete nature of the returns, the material submitted 
for Part II of the questionnaire, namely the summary listmg of awards 
made smce the end of the war, except for the fellowship programmes of 
the United Nations and the Specialized Agencies. It is hoped that 
with more time for collection and analysis of this material, both in the 
various countries and m the Uneaco Secretariat, a fuller picture of 
trends and movements will he developed and published m later volumes 

In addition to listing fellovrship opportunities, the Handbook contains 
a chapter siunmarizing the programmes of mternatioiial fellowships 
operated by various agencies of the United Nations, together with 
information on the areas of mterest of various agencies’ programmes 
which relate to this enquiry. It should be noted here that many of 
the Speciahzed Agencies are interested in the development of inter- 
change and fellowship opportimities in their special areas of action, 
whether it he in Social welfare (the Social Activities Division of the 
United Nations), Puhhc Health (the World Health Organization), 
Agriculture and related fields (the Food and Agriculture Organization) 
or Techmcal and Industrial Trammg (the International Labour Office, 
the Economic Commission for Asia and the Far East, the Economic 
Commission for Europe). This enqpury in no sense supersedes any 
special research or mterest which these agencies may be developing m 
their particular fields of competence It aims, rather, to act as a 
repository of mformation useful to aU. 

A further chapter endeavours, in the briefest space, to summarize 
ivith some analysis, the material submitted by various countries, as it 
may point to significant developments or trends in the field of cultural 
mterchange. ^ These brief summaries are, m a sense, sketches of more 
detailed studies and analyses which, it is hoped, will be mcluded in later 
volumes as the material is amplified. Those charged with the develop- 
ment of this enquiry have been struck by the rich mine of information 
It represents which ments further study and analysis. It should be 
under scoied that conclusions of a statistical nature are tentative at 
this stage, as material for many countries is admittedly mcomplete 
Where explanatory or background information on fellowship pro- 
grammes has not been submitted with the returns, it has been necessary 
to utihze mformation already available in the Secretariat. 

Inasmuch as a fellowship is an investment of a considerable sum of 
n^ney in an individual, the returns on which are in proportion to his 
effectiveness as a creative student, researcher or observer, smooth 
administration and attention to the fellow’s needs are a necessary 
msurance for the success of the investment. For this reason a chapter, 
entitled “Some Suggestions for Agencies Planning Programmes of 
Interimtional Fellowships and Scholarships”, has been included as a 
gmde for those who may he concerned with the administration of fel- 
lowship programmes.This is intended as a suggestive tool to assist in 
the smooth^ operation of this type of intellectual exchange. 

A word about Chapter IV where awards are listed. A study of the 
returns reveds that a majority of awards arc for one academic year, to 
pursue specific comses of study, whether on nnder-graduate or post- 
^aduate level. Many of such awards are renewable, suggestmg that 
th^ h^ders may m certain cases fulfil requirements towards a degree 
under the terms of the fellowship. ® 

The needs for post-war reconstruction, however, have encouraged a 



remarkable growth of fellowships and travel grants for individuals who 
have passed beyond the academic or post-graduate stage and who are 
already estabhshed m their professions. The programmes, organized 
by the United Nations and Specialized Agencies and described m Chap- 
ter I, represent a fairly consistent pattern of three to six months’ 
fellowships for such mature persons foi whom a term of observation 
may be of assistance in projects of immediate reconstructional value. 
Similarly, awards to government o£&cials for “in-service” observation 
or traimng in bureaux or departments of host countries and the 
opportumties offered for lesearch or technical training in industry also 
represent a trend towards the broadenmg of the terms and types of 
beneficiaries of international awards beyond the academic or purely 
research sphere A glance at the index of subjects in which awards are 
available will indicate the variety of fields offered, and suggest the desir- 
abihty of encouraging further such a trend in the planmng and pro- 
motion of future awards and opportunities. 

This survey does not hy any means exhaust the ways in which 
students, scholars, ofiicials, artists, educators, techmcians, etc , can 
move from one country to another for educational purposes Some 
conespondents have reported on schemes of exchanges between tea- 
chers and opportunities for assistantships tind lecturerships These have 
been listed as representing an international educational opportumty 
related to fellowsWps, as they require specific qualifications and contrib- 
ute to the professional training of beneficiaries. Similarly, schemes 
organized for the technical traizung of woikers in agriculture oi industry, 
where repoited by correspondents, have been included While techni- 
cally these facilities are not specifically organized on a competition or 
award basis, they have been mcluded as representing sigmficant 
international programmes in their paiticular field. No attempt has 
been made m this volume to list the many initiatives of this type in 
the completeness which they merit. Minimum of reference has been 
made to group traming courses or seminars organized mternationally. 
No attempt has been made to list the vast amount of organized opport- 
iinities for summer travel for groups of young people, students and 
workers, which is contributing variously to the increase of international 
education and contact. 

Each award is listed under the country originating it, alphabetically 
by donor or administering agency, as much information as possible on 
conditions of eligibility, finance, subject of study and application pro- 
cedure is included with each entry The year in which the award is 
operative and apphcation dead-line is also indicated. While many 
awards may have been “closed” for the year 1948-49 by the time the 
volume is published, a large number wdl also be available for the 
years 1949-50 and 1950-51. Where possible this is so indicated, but 
It is emphasized that these mdications frequently represent estimates 
and are not specific commitments for future programmes. 

Many correspondents have indicated the language requirements for 
the awards. Details of these requirements have been omitted in favonr 
of a general provision, here stated, and indicated on page 39, that 
unless specifically indicated to the contrary, it is an essential condition 
of every award that candidates possess a sound knowledge of the 
language of the country of study. 

Indexes at the end of the volume list awards according to a code 
number, under field of study and nationahty of the ehgihle beneficiary. 
Reference to each award will indicate conditions as to the country or 
countries m which the award is tenable. 

In transposing information from the questionnaire forms to the forms 
used in the volume, certain details have, on occasion, been omitted 
where the material submitted was not deemed absolutely necessary, 
or where the information was subject to mismterpretation- The 
Secretariat apologizes in advance for errors of detail, as it has not 
always been possible to make necessary enquiries of donor agencies* 
for clarification. Furthermore, Unesco cannot be responsible for 
changes in conditions of award which may occur after going to press. It 
is hoped that donor or admmistermg agencies will advise Unesco of 
changes and also of any errors in this volume, so that necessary changes 
can he made in future volumes. 

A number of returns have reported awards open primarily to natio- 
nals of the reporting country and also to nationals of other countries. 
These returns have not been included in this volume fox the reason that, 
while the awurds are “open”, yet in fact they are not planned opportun 



ities for ‘‘foreign study'’ It can }>e readily lecognized that a listing 
of all '■open" a^vaids in all countries 'would have involved the inclusion 
of a \ery large number of awards of an essentially domestic character. 
(For further comment on this type of awaid, refer to the discussion of 
British fellowship programmes in Chaptei II). 

In ceitain cases, one countiy has leported awards which come under 
the sponsorship of another country. In these cases, they have been 
listed under the donor country, even though the donor countiy may 
not have reported them If in this procedure it has not been possible 
to include complete information, it has been felt preferable to include 
rather than omit it. 



CHAPTER I 


FELLOWSHIPS AND INTERNATIONAL TRAINING 
PROGRAMMES OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND ITS 
SPECIALIZED AGENCIES 


Introduction 


International fellowship and tra-vel slnd> programmes have been 
recognized since the inception of the United Nations and its Special- 
ized Agencies as an important method of technical, educational and 
scientific reconstruction in wai -devastated or less developed coimtiies 
They have been planned with a view to improving technical knowledge 
and skills in areas lemoved fiom major scientific developments through 
wai-time isolation or in areas lacking trained personnel. A common 
feature of these piogrammes is the emphasis placed on the selection of 
individuals who by their professional slcdl or position can make a 
fanly immediate contribution m their own country as a result of a 
period abroad Beneficiaries of the United Nations programmes are 
for the most part members of government departments, university 
faculties, staffs of dimes, reseaich institutes, experiment stations, etc. 
The schemes are generally not planned for individuals who require 
extensive professional tiaining m then paiticular field. 

Unesco’s programme of feuowshxps, to be described in greater detail 
below, IS but part of a common effort by the United Nations and ceitain 
Speciahzed Agencies in the field of international fellowships In these 
operations, considerable machinery of co-ordination and collaboration 
has been developed by the agencies concerned inplanmng of programmes, 
administrative piocedures, exchange of information, mutual referral of 
candidates for evaluation and advisoiy assistance These working 
relations aie discussed periodically m meetings of the Techmeal 
Working Group on International Fellowships of the United Nations, a 
body composed of technical representatives of interested agencies, 
reporting to the Administrative Committee on Co-ordination of the 
Secretary General of the United Nations. 

The following brief summaries of fellowship and related activities 
of the United Nations and the Specialized Agencies indicate their main 
objectives, areas of technical interest and accomplishments ('). More 
detailed information on the conditions of apphcation and award can be 
obtained by refeience to Chapter IV. 


Economic Commission for Asia and the Far East 


At Its First Session in June 1947, the Economic Commission for 
Asia and the F ar East requested its Secretariat to make investigations 
to enable the Commission “to suggest measures necessary to facilitate 
training tn the etonomic field of the (mministrative and technical personnel 
of the countries concerned and the obtaining of competent technicians 
outside by countries in need of them*^. The Second Session of the Com- 
mission instructed the Secretariat to estahhsh machinery to collect 
information on potential training facilities in Asia and outside the

region, and to seek ineasnreb of incieasing these facihties and con- 
tacts between countiies in need of them. r* 

The programnie was further elaborated at the meeting of the Com- 
mission in June 1948 which considered a report on the results of prev- 
ious enqmnes and on methods of organiaing industrial training pro- 
grammes m the region* At this tune the Secretary of the Commission 
was instructed to create a working section actively to secuie opportun- 
ities for technical training, to continue dissemination ol information 
on, facihties among Member States of the Commission and to keep 
potential trainees informed of opportunities. 

In this programme, the Economic Commission for Asia and the Far 
East has had the assistance of the International Labour Organiza- 
tion for the necessary enijuiries and of Unesco and other organiza- 
tions in matters relating to techniques of fellowship admimstration and 
other types of educational exchange. 


The Food and Agriculture Organization 


The activities of the Food and Agriculture Orgamzation in technical 
training in agriculture, nutrition, forestry and fisheries are currently 
of two kinds : (1) the estahhshment of centres for technical training in 
specific subjects for limited periods, (2) the financing on a limited scale 
of fellowships in agricultural science and technology 

Training Centres 

In 1947, the Orgamzation sponsored in Europe three technical train- 
ing centres, namely, one on hybrid corn, one on laboratory techniques 
in the handling of seiums and one on artificial insemination. During 
the current year the Organization will sponsor centres on soil conserva- 
tion, techmques of infestation control, techniques of animal disease 
control and food preservation. Durmg the war, many European 
countries were cut off from knowledge of research developments. 
The purpose of these centres is to fill mat gap and to provide m the 
quickest possible form the latest information on certain key technical 
subjects. The centres are financed by funds transferred to the Food 
and Agriculture Organization firom the United Nations Kelief and 
Kehahihtation Administration and are open to all European Member 
CouLatnes, 

Basic to planning by Governments to increase agricultural produc- 
tion IS the evaluation of current resources. To assist Member Govern- 
ments in obtaining the data for such evaluation, the Food and Agricul- 
ture Orgamzation, following the recommendations of its First and 
Second Annual Conferences, is assmtmg its Member Governments in 
the preparation of the 1950 Census of Agriculture. Adequately 
trained personnel is vital to the successful conduct of any census pro- 
gramme. Accordingly, m response to a request firom Member Govern- 
ments, a training school in Agricultural Statistics was established in 
February 1948 m Baghdad to provide training in agricultural statistics 
and general census administration. The Baghdad school was in session 
for three months and was attended by a total of forty trainees sent by 
Member Governments of the region. Negotiations are currently under 
way for the establishment of a similar trainiag school m Mexico City. 
This school will be open to trainees from all Member Governments of the 
region and will |)rovide a course of training similar to "that offered at 
Baghdad. It will he m session for four months. As funds become 
available, txaimng schools in agricultural statistics will he established 
m other regions. 

Fellowships 

An imtial programme of fellowships to be financed from' United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration funds envisages the 
placement for periods of from three to six months of one or two techni- 
cians at senior level, from European UNRRA-aided countries which 
are members of the Food and Agriculture Organization. In view of 
the limited nature of the programme, the Organization has been in 
communication with Unesco with respect to promoting an expansion 



of intexcliaiige and training fellowsliips in tlie fields of agriciilturet 
nutrition, forestry and fislieries. It will be noted tHat opportunities 
in some of tbese fields are available in tbe Canada-Unesco fellowsbip 
programme and tbe Austraban and tlie New Zealand Crovernment 
fellowsbips within the Unesco scheme. 


Intebnationaij Labour Organization 


The International Labour Organization does not at the present time 
administer or sponsor a fellowship programme Proposals for the 
initiation of such a programme will be submitted to the Govermng 
Body of the International Labour Office at its 106th Session in Geneva 
in December, 1948. 

The International Labour Orgamzation has encouraged, as part of 
its vocational training programme, international exchanges of trainees 
— defined to include apprentices, students who have completed their 
training, and student employees — and other international arrange- 
ments to fill the need for trained personnel in countries lacking instruct- 
ors and adequate facibties for training Provisions for the encourage- 
ment of such exchanges are contained in a number of recommendations 
adopted by the International Labour Conferences Further provisions 
on the siffiject are contained in the proposed Model Agreement on 
Migration for Employment which will be consideied by the Interna- 
tional Labour Conference at its 1949 Session. The International Labour 
Office has made an enquiry into international exchanges for training, 
and obtained as of 15 November 1948, data from twelve Governments 
concermng : — 

(a) agreements recently concluded with regard to tbe internation- 
al exchange of student employees, apprentices and tramees 
(including the texts of such agreements}; 

(b) measures taken to carry out such agreements; 

(c) statistics concerning the exchange of student employees, 
apprentices and tramees (including the number, the industries 
and occupations concerned and similar matters); and 

(d) any other additional information relating to the subject. 

This information is to be correlated with a view to making it avail- 
able to countries undertaking new programmes or negotiatmg new 
a^eements and formulatmg suggestions for the wider use of systems 
of trainees as a technique for meeting shortages m trained personnel. 

Proposals will also be submitted to the Governmg Body of the 
International Labour Office at its 106th Session with a view to enabling 
the Office to undertake a larger measure of operational responsibility 
in connection with the international exchange of trainees. Emphasis 
has been placed upon this question with respect to Europe as part of 
the Emergency Manpower Programme for Europe authorized by the 
Governing Body m March 1948. Similar activities specially adapted to 
the needs of Asia are being undertaken m conjunction with the Econo- 
mic Commission for Asia and the Far East, in a special manpower and 
training programme for A^ia, and as part of this programme the Direc- 
tor-General IS proposing to set up an I.L.O. field office on technical 
training in Shanghai* Parallel action is envisaged in Latin America 
in co-operation with the Economic Commission for Latin America, and 
other agencies working in the region. 

Before the war it was the practice of the International Labour Office 
to afford, young officials of national administrations an opportunity to 
hold temporary positions in the Office for a hmited period of time with 
a view to enabling them to acquire a specialized tra i n in g in those 
fields in the study of which the Office is engaged and this practice is 
being resumed as circumstances allow*. 

In pursuance of a resolution adopted by the International Labour 
Conference at its 26th Session (Philadelphia, 1944), the International 
Labour Office facilitates the interchange of qualified social security 
technicians and experts and endeavours to promote the trainmg and 
technical improvement of the personnel of somal security administra- 
tions through such measures as the organization of courses of higher 
study in the actuarial and accounting fields and others related to the 
appbcation of social security systems. 



United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultubal Organization 


Under Unesco’s Constitution, one of tlio functions of the Organiza- 
tion IS the increase and diffusion of knowledge “ij encouraging co-op- 
eration among the nations in all bianches of intellectual activity, including 
the international exchange of persons active in the fields of education, 
science and culture^'. The systematic collection and dissemination of 
mfoimation on piogranunes of educational interchange repiesented by 
the Handbook is part of Uneaco’s activity as a clearing-house of compar- 
ative knowledge and expeiience in this aspect of cullmal co -oper- 
ation. During 1947 this concern was emphasized by the establishment 
of a Department of Exchange of Persons to develop, stimulate and 
extend exchange of persona activities and plans in all relevant parts of 
the Unesco programme and to relate them with similar activities of 
International, national and private agencies thioughout the world. In 
this activity, Unesco itself operates a small programme of fellowships 
which are defined in three categories. 

1. Unesco Felloivships Fellowships which are directly financed 
hy Unesco and for which Unesco assumes basic administrative and oper- 
ational responsibibty enlisting the collaboration of official and unoffic- 
ial organizations in preliminary screenmg of candidates and in imple- 
mentation of study plans in countries of study. 

2. Unesco-Sponsored Fellowships, Fellowships donated by accred- 
ited governmental or non-governmental agencies, for which Unesco 
takes responsihihty, not only for planning but also for basic administra- 
tion, including screemng of candidates recommended by governments 
for ^al selection by the donor agencies. 

3. Felloioships within the Unesco Scheme. Fellowships whose admi- 
nistration will, except for general planning and advice by Unesco, be 
the basic responsihihty of recipient and donor countries, as far as selec- 
tion of candidates and detailed administration are concerned. 

Under the Resolutions of the General Conference, the Director- 
General was instructed to give attention to mature persons such as 
research workers, technicians, teachers, professors, artists, government 
officers, experts, leaders in adult education and industrial and agricult- 
ural workers who are nationals of war-devastated Member States, so 
that they may renew contacts with recent developments, particularly in 
the educational, scientific and cultural fields, with a view to the recon- 
struction of their countries. 

Fields of Study 

Unesco-Jinanced fellowships. These axe given primarily in fields 
directly related to the programme interests of Unesco. Durmg 1947 
and 1948, 6 Reconstruction fellowships each were allotted to the fol- 
lowing war-devastated Member States . — Austria, China, Czechos- 
lovakia, Denmark, Greece, Hungary, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, 
Philippines and Poland* The study fields were : — science and social 
development, cinema and radio education ; educational problems of war- 
affiected children; libratianship; educational administration; art and 
music education. 

In the 1947 appropriation, funds were also provided to enable two 
speciahsts jErom India and two from China to visit principal mathemat- 
ical computing machine laboiatories in the United States of America 
and in Europe. 

Unesco-sponsored fellowships. The subject fields covered by Unesco- 
sponsored fellowships are planned by the donor agency ui collaboration 
with Unesco. 

Ten fellowships have been offered by the British Fdm Producers^ 
Association for specialists in the field of educational film production, 
5 fellowships offered by certain British newspapers for quahfied jour- 
nalists ; 9 fellowships offered by the American Chemical Society for 
chemists and chemical engineers ; 64 fellowships offered by the Canadian 
Council for Reconstruction through Unesco for candidates in science 
and technology, education, the humanities, mass media, pubhc admi- 
nistration and the fine arts ; 27 fellowships offered by the British 
Lord Mayor’s Fund in chilihen’s education; 3 fellowships offered by 
the Norwegian Government in bio-chenustry, meteorology and oceauo- 



graphy and a fourth oppoTtunity fot a limited period of study at 
the Norwegian Meteorological Institute. 

In addition to piogrammes in specific fields, certain Unesco-spons- 
ored fellowships have been oflfeied by governments without specifica- 
tion as to field, noiahly the programmes of 20 fellowships by the French 
Government, of 5 hy the Belgian Government and of 5 by the Nether- 
lands Government. 

It should he noted that many of the awards heie described have 
already been made Details as to the conditions of these awards can 
he obtained in Chapter IV 

Fellowships ivithin the Unesco scheme. Subject fields in these pro- 
grammes are determined hy the donor agencies in consultation with the 
beneficiary countries Schemes of this type are those initiated by the 
Australian and New Zealand Governments, described in Chapter IV. 

Beneficiary Countries 

The following listing of fellow ships available in 1947 and 1948 indi- 
cates allocation to various Member States Unless the donor agency 
specified the beneficiary country, allocations are made by the Cultur^ 
Reconstruction Committee of Unesco ’s Executive Board. Under 
General Conference Resolutions, priorities in allocation are given for 
war-devastated Member States of the Organization. In the following 
hsting, no distinction is made as to fellowships already awarded or still

Host Countries 





According to programme operations as of November, 1948, the fol- 
lowing host countries have received or will receive Unesco- financed or 
Unesco-sponsored fellows. This hsting refers to fellows actually 
placed and not to programmes or placements to be ai ranged m the 
future (e.g. 64 fellows to Canada, etc.) : — Belgium, 4 ; Canada, 2 ; 
France, 26 ; Italy, 1 ; Netherlands, 2 ; Switzerland, 6 ; United King- 
dom, 18 ; United States, 33. 

Duration of Fellowships 

Unesco has followed the general policy of other United Nations 
agencies of limiting fellowships to a minimum of three months and to a 
maximum of six months. Certain schemes, where the training ele- 
ment is important, as in Films and Press, have been for longer periods. 



United Nations International 
Children’s Emergency Fund 


The United Nations International Children’s Emergency Fund* 
though mainly engaged in the distribution of food, clothing and medical 
siipphes for the rehabilitation of children in war-devastated countries, 
also has concerned itself with the acute shortage of child health and 
welfare personnel in the countries served. While these fields have been 
included in the fellowship programmes of the United Nations Division 
of Social Activities and the World Health Organization respectively, 
the International Children’s Emergency Fund authorities deemed 
further action necessary to meet urgent needs, and decided to mate use 
of certain facilities offered by governments of various European coun- 
tries as part of their contnhution to the Children’s Fund. A senes 
of refresher and training courses has been organized for the yeai 
1948 hy the Fund, in consultation with the United Nations Division of 
Social Activities and the World Health Organization, for specialists 
in children’s problems occupying important official positions m their 
own country. 

French Government Course in Social Pediatrics 

This course, financed hy the French Government, centred in Paris 
with field observation in France, Belgium, the Netherlands and the 
United Kingdom. It provided an mtegrated programme on social 
pediatrics for speciahsts in various aspects of child care. The following 
types of speci^sts took part in the four months’ course : — medical 
professors, assistants in children’s hospitals, doctors specializing in 
pediatric subjects ; public health officers and sanitary engineers con- 
cerned with maternal and child health ; directors of schools for social 
workers, schools for nursing, schools for baby nurses and institutions 
for children ; members of teaching staff ; he^th architects. 

Nmety awards were made as follows : — Austria, 10 , Bulgaria, 10 ; 
China, 1 ; Czechoslovakia, 10 ; Finland, 8 ; Greece, 6 ; Hungary, 14 ; 
Italy, 13 ; Poland, 12 ; Yugoslavia, 6. 

Courses in Pediatrics offered by the Don Suisse ^ — 

Swiss Contribution to U.N J,C,E.F. Programme 

Through arrangements with the Don Smsse, training facilities in 
Switzerland were arranged in vanotis branches of child care. These 
have included * (a) a two weeks* refresher course in pediatrics at the 
University of Zurich, attended by 50 specialists as follows . — Austria, 
2 ; Bulgaria, 6 ; Czechoslovakia, 5 ; Fiffiand, 3 ; France, 2 ; Greece, 1 ; 
Hungary, 5 ; Italy, 8; Poland, 12; Yugoslavia; 6. (b) A one to three 

months’ trai nin g course in Chddxen’s Hospitals and Homes m Switzer- 
land, for specialists in child care. Beneficiaries were : Austria, 2 ; 
Bulgaria, 1 ; Czechoslovakia, 2 ; Poland, 2. (c) A three months’ course 

in the theory and practice of riuld welfare. The 42 participants 
included : Austria, 4 ; Bulgaria, 5 ; Czechoslovakia, 3 ; Finland, 2 ; 
France, 6 ; Greece, 3 ; Hungary, 4 ; Italy, 4 ; Poland, 6 ; Yugoslavia, 5. 
(d) A course in mental health of chfidren, organized at Lausanne 
by “The luternaUonal Study Weeks for Child Vicums of the War” 
(S,E,P.E.G* — Semaines Internationales d^JStudes pour VEnfance 
Victime de la GuerreJ attended by specialists from i Bulgaria, 4 ; 
Czechoslovakia, 2 ; France, 2 ; Greece, 2 ; Italy, 2 ; Poland, 2. 

Course in Social Pediatrics — 

Swedish Contribution to U.N.I.C.E.F. Programme 

A two weeks’ course for 20 specialists in child health, infant and 
maternity care and welfare was organized in Sweden. Participants 
included Austria, 2; Bulgaria, 2; Czechoslovakia, 2; Finland, 2; 
France, 2 ; Greece, 2 ; Hungary, 2 ; Italy, 2 ; Poland, 2 ; Yugoslavia, 2. 

Details of additional opportumties in current operation in the gene* 
2 ^ field of child care, as arranged hy the International Children’s 
Emergency Fund, are reported in Chapter IV. They relate especially 
to copses slanged through the Don Suisse in social service work espec* 
lally for cbildren, and axe for educators and directors of institutions 
for children. 



Tlie 194'9 pxogramme envisages similar conrsci for pediatricians in 
Geneva, Lausanne, Pans and Zurich , S E P E G courses m Zuncli and 
Lausanne, and regional SEP E.G courses in Hainbuig and Naples, 
and also in Bulgaria, Greece, Hungaiy and Yugoslavia A four 
weeks’ Li nning programme in Sweden is also contemplated. 


United Nations’ Programme in Social Welfare 


The fellowship piogramme of social welfaic, earned on by the Divi- 
sion of Social Activities, was, in the fiist instance, a contmuation of the 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Adnumstration’s welfare 
activities Undei Geneial Assembly Resolution 58 (1) of 11 December, 
1946, the Secretary General was authorized to include, in the 1947 
Budget, funds necessary lor continuing the “urgent and important 
advisory functions in the field of social welfare carried on by UNRRA”, 
includiug the welfare fellowship programme Funds were initially 
authorized only foi 1947, but, following endorsement of the piogramme 
by the Social Commission and the Economic and Social Council, the 
General Assembly at its 1947 and 1948 Sessions, respectively, author- 
ized funds foi both 1948 and 1949 

The programme of lellow ships aims at assisting countries which 
wish to imtiate or develop social welfaie services and which can indicate 
that opportunities offeied will benefit the country concerned The 
candidates pioposed must on their return assume positions in which 
newly acquired knowledge and skills contiiliute directly the countries’ 
needs. 


Fields of Study 

As the piogramme has operated in areas where the term “social 
welfaie” meets with varying interpretations, it has been found necessary 
to proceed on a broad definition of the welfare field, with due regard for 
programmes of other agencies in the health and general educational 
fields The fields of study most in demand m 1947 and 1948 were — 
child welfare, general social welfare, social insurance and services for 
the handicapped, including the manufacture of prosthetics

DuitATIOlS OP Fellot^ship^ 


The duration of United Nations Social Welfare felloivahips is 
not less than thiee and not more than six months. In general a study 
period of six months has been encouraged, as striking a fair balance 
betTveen the disadvantages of too long absence from governmental 
positions at home and the benefit of a reasonable period of study and 
observation abroad. It should be noted that fellows under this scheme 
are already reasonably estabhshed in their professions, so that longer 
periods for “traimng” in new skills and techniques are not required. 
Preference for shorter peiiods has been shown by some countries where 
officials cannot be released for longer than three months. 


World Health Organization 


Under an agreement between the United Nations Rehef and Rehabiht- 
ation Administration and the World Health Orgamzation Interim 
Commission, 9 December, 1946, the latter assumed responsibility for 
UNHHA's major activities m the health field, including its medical 
fellowship pro^amme. Funds for the programme for 1947 were trans- 
ferred to l3ie Interim Commission by UNRRA and a supplementary 
grant fi'om UNRRA funds was also made available. The first World 
Health Assembly in August, 1948, approved a recommendation firom the 
Interim Commission to include a iellowsbip scheme in its permanent 
programme with a proposed budget for medical fellowships in 1949. 

The World Health Organization fellowship programme aims at assis- 
ting quahfied persons in medical and para-medical fields, with a view 
to promotmg the exchange of knowledge and techniques in medicine 
and public health ; providmg opportumties for training m different 
fields of health specified by the World Health Organization programmes; 
strengLhenmg national health services. To give flexibility to the 
scheme, the fellowships have been divided into two categories : (a) 
resident feUowrships for junior personnel ; (b) travel fellowships for 
senior personnel in teaching or pohcy-makmg positions. 

Fields of Study 

Study facibties for World Health Organization fellows have been 
arranged in one or another of three fields — ^puhhc health sciences, basic 
medical sciences, chmcal medical sciences. In 1947-48, European 
fellows showed marked preference for chnical medical sciences, wlme a 
majority of fellows firom the Far East requested puhbc health training. 
Subjects most in demand within the above fields were as follows : — 
Public Uealth — mainly pubhc health admimstiation, maternal and 
child welfare, control of tuberculosis, control of veneieal diseases, 
industrial hygiene, pubhc health nursing ; Basic Medical Sciences — 
mainly hactenoio^, radiology, bio-chemistry, pharmacology, immu- 
nology ; Clinical Medical Sciences — mainly internal medicine, surgery, 
pediatrics and orthopscdics. 

Beneficiary Countries 

As a continuation of the UNRRA programme, the World Health 
Organization Interim Commission’s programme operated m UNRRA- 
aided countries. The First World Health Assembly opened future pro- 
grammes to all members of tbe World Health Organization. The 
1947-48 fellowships, as of 31 August 1948, were granted as follows ; —

Duration of Fellowships 


The World Health Organization maintains a fiemble pohcy on durat- 
ion of fellowships. Some countries, unable to release eicipert personnel, 
prefer fellowslnps for short periods. The Organization staff have 
found that in practice short-term (three months) fellowships frequently 
are not adequate to enable fellows to take full advantage of opportxm- 
ities offered and so the duration has often to be extended. The World 
Health Orgamzation has attempted to balance these considerations by 
nihn g that grants for short study tours (usually not less than three 
months) be awarded only to medical personnel of senior status, and that 
fellowships will, in general (but especially for junior personnel), be 
granted for a minimum period of six months. In practice, the average 
duration of fellowships originatmg in the Far East has been nine 
months, those originating m Europe five months. 

Reports 

A notable feature of the World Health Organization fellowship 
scheme is the pubhcation from time to time of reports of fellows in the 
bulletin of the Organization. 



CHAPTER II 


NOTES ON THE INTERNATIONAL FELLOWSHIP 
PROGRAMMES OF SOME MEMBER AND NON-MEMBER 

STATES OF UNESCO 


Australia 

A number of opporlumties for foreign study are offered in Australia 
for Australian nationals , the majority are financed from endowments 
administered by universities Subject fields are wide and repiesenta- 
tive of many academic and techmcal discipbnes — engmceiing, medi- 
cine, agriculture, forestry, arts, history, mathematics, modern languages, 
classics, Japanese and Chinese languages, education, dentistry, social 
science and music The field which ofiers the largest numbei of spe- 
cific opportunities is engineering. Under the lei ms of the fellowships, 
graduates of the university admmistermg the fellowships aie ehgible, 
regal dless of nationahty, and the countries of study aie generally 
unrestricted 

A new development in international fellowships is the programme 
operated by the Australian Government and administered by the 
Commonwealth Office of Education. This scheme was initiated partly 
in response to the campaign conducted by Unesco for the reconstruc- 
tion of the educational, scientific and cultural Me of war-devastated 
countries The Government of Austraha has made available the sum 
of £A60,000 to finance study m Austraha for nationals of certain 
countries in Asia. The programme has been planned m co-operation 
with Unesco’s Department of Exchange of Persons, and is in the cate- 
gory of fellowships within the Unesco scheme (see page 15) 

An Austrahan good-wiU mission visited Burma, China, Indonesia, 
Malaya, the Netherlands East Indies, the Phdippmes and Siam in the 
summer of 1948, to meet educational representatives and to ascertain 
fields of study most relevant to the problems of reconstruction in these 
countries. The scheme will begin operation m 1949, with 13 senior 
and 9 junior fellowships for nation^s firom Burma, Ceylon, China, 
India, Indonesia, Malaya, the Netherlands East Indies, Pakistan and the 
Philippines The semor fellowships will he for mature persons already 
in employment and the junior fellowships for post-graduates awaiting 
employment. In addition, a £A5,000 fellowship pool for 4 under- 
graduates from China, Malaya and Siam has been set up. The Govern- 
ment programme is symbolic of the growing ctdtural ties between 
Austraha and the countries of Southern Asia and the Far East 

A similar imtiative is that of the Austrahan Federation of Uni- 
versity Women which offers, for the current year, 4 fellowships for 
members of the Federation fi:om Asia and Europe 


Belcium 

About 60 international fellowships are reported from Belgium. 
Two foundations — La FondaUon Universitaire and Fonds National 
de la Recherche Scientijique — offer 49 fellowships for 1948-49 to Bel- 
gian nationals. The subject fields are for research in science, agri- 
culture and mdustry, to be pursued m any country offering suitable 
facilities 

The Government of Belgium offers from 10 to 20 exchange fellow- 
ships to nationals of France, Italy and South Africa for the current 
year. The subject fields aie unrestricted. These awards operate 
within the framework of the Cultural Conventions between the Govern- 
ments of Belgium and the countries concerned. Under these agree- 



nienls, fellowsliip opportunities are not specified in terms of numbers of 
awards but by months of study This leaves beneficial y G-overnments 
free to decide how many awards they ma 3 ’' make for varying periods 
of time The study peiiod of each fellow can be adapted to his stud\ 
needs and the peiiod for which he can be released from his profession 
In response to a general appeal made by Unesco, in 1947, for fellow- 
ships for the cultural leconstiuction of war-devastated Member States, 
the Belgian Government offeied 5 six-months fellowships, through 
Unesco, to advanced scholars from China, Czechoslovakia, Norway 
and Poland. A simiLar initiati\e is envisaged foi 1948-49 


Burma 

The Union of Burma reports an mci easing number of international 
fellowship opportunities under the State Scholarship Scheme ‘‘Faced 
as It is with a dearth of technicians and piofessional men and women’’, 
says the Report, ‘“the Go\ernment of the Union of Burma has made pro- 
vision foi sending oveiseas a substantial number of State scholais Foi 
the most part, these are young men and women who hold a degree at 
the University of Rangoon and who are considered to be able to benefit 
by further traimng m the subject of their choice ” 

For the yeai 1946-47, 70 State scholars were sent foi further study 
and training to other countries , 23 went to institutions in the United 
Kingdom and 47 to the United States of Ameiica In 1947-48, 
135 candidates were awarded Slate scholarships,4> were placed in insti- 
tutions in Australia, 7 in India, 2 in the Philippines, 1 m Tiimdad, 
62 m the United Kingdom and 59 in the United States of Ameiica. 
For the curient and subsequent yeais, a similar number of opportun- 
ities for further training and study m other countries will be available 
to nationals of Burma The funds for the State scholarships are pro- 
vided by the Government and cover all items of cost for from two to 
three yeais Fields of study are imrestiicted ; an analysis of the past 
records, however, shows that the predominant fields chosen were public 
health, communications, agriculture and engineering 

Reports from Burma indicate some difficulties in the placement 
of scholais in foreign countries While this is in part due to the vast 
migration of students to Europe and the Umted States of Ameiica and 
the overcrowding of training facilities in the United Kingdom and the 
United States, some means of meeting the demands for advanced 
study and training for such needy areas as Buima seem indicated 
Private organizations in the United Kingdom and the United 
States of America, especially the missionary societies, are another 
source of awaids Future editions of the Handbook, it is hoped, 
will repoit more completely on these programmes. 

The Union of Burma was among the first States to implement an 
agreement undei the United States Fxdbright legislation, and Ameri- 
can researchers and teachers are currently studying m Bmma under 
Its provisions 


Canada 

Returns from Canada show an expanding and varied progiamme of 
international fellowships, admimstered by two types of agencies. The 
first group IS composed of foundations and councils of a semi-official 
character, such as the Canadian Social Sciences Research Council and 
the National Research Council For the fiist time during this year, 
about 50 per cent of the opportumties of this type have hecix introduced 
and will continue in future years These donors are generally mLei ested 
in the study of specific subjects, especially in the natural sciences, but 
lay no restriction on the country of study. There is a notable num- 
ber of fellowship opportunities for Canadian nationals studying towards 
the doctorate thesis, indicating the utilization of international educa- 
tional facihties for post-graduate work by Canadian students. 

The Government of Canada, from 1945 and for the current year, 
provides a large number of training opportunities for technical tiamees 
from Chile, China [75], Czechoslovakia, India and other countries, m 
telecommunications, hydro-electric development and indnstrial manu- 
factures in Canada Most of the trainees are employed on a regular 
wage basis during the period of training As these opportunities are 



'tlie 6 Tzl>j 0 ct of negotiations between tbe Canadian and other interested 
Governments bom. year to year, it Has not been possible to report tHem 
m Chapter IV. Further details of such schemes can he obtained from 
the International Labour Organization 

Another group of fellowships for Canadian nationals is offeied by 
the universities of Canada under various endowments These fellow- 
ships cover a wide range of subjects bom social sciences and theology 
to natural sciences. An ecjual number of opportunities is reported by 
Canadian universities fox nationals of any country The fields of these 
felloivships are rather specific and include such techmeal subjects as 
the study of tobacco plant infection, sugar beet disease, coal tar pro- 
cessing, etc. 

A striking popular initiative in international cultural reconstruction 
is the Canada-TJnesco fellowship scheme, organized by the Canadian 
Council for Reconstruction through Unesco, and financed as part of 
a campaign conducted throughout Canada on behalf of war-devastated 
areas. Its purpose is to offer practical assistance in the fields of edu- 
cation, science and culture to mature persons from the war-devastated 
Member States of Unesco. Among the subjects offered are science and 
technology, education, the humanities, social sciences, pubhc ad ir u ni s- 
tration and fine arts. As the programme is under Unesco sponsor- 
ship, preference is given to mature persons already employed and the 
SIX months refresher type of tiaining is provided. 

The Lady Uavis Foundation, a private endowment, has, during the 
past year, made a number of awards to mature persons, professors, 
researchers, etc , who intend to reside in Canada after their period of 
study. 


China 

China has a considerable history in the field of international fellow- 
ships, which dates bom the end of the nineteenth century, when 
puhhe foimdations were estahhshed from the Boxer Indemmty Fimd to 
finance the study and training of Chinese scholars in the Umted States 
of America and the United Kingdom. As a result of close cultural ties 
between the United States of America and the United Kingdom on the 
one hand, and China on the other, a large number of organizations, 
private and public, operating m these countries, provided m the inter- 
war yews scholarships and grants for the training of Chinese nationals 
in the west. 

For the current year the opportunities reported by some of these 
organizations indicate a continuing and somewhat expanding initiative, 
focussing largely on techmeal and technological fields. A complete 
picture of the varied opportunities bom these sources must wait for 
future editions of the Handbook 

A new factor m the Chinese international fellowship programme since 
the war is the emergence of the Government — Central and Provincial — 
as a donor of mternational fellowships, for the use of Chinese nationals 
abroad and for foreign scholars in China. The Government has sent 
large numbers of post-graduate students and more mature persons for 
study in. France, Switzerland, the United Kingdom, the United 
States of America and other countries. Though the fields of study of 
these grants were stated as unrestricted, most candidates speciahzed 
in science and technology. This is m line with the priority needs of the 
country for the reconstruction and expansion of the transport system, 
and the development of mdustxy and pubhc health services. 

A new and significant feature of the Government-sponsored pro- 
gramme is the provision of study facilities for foreign nationals invited 
to Chma. Fifty study and training opportumties are reported for 
nationals bom neighbouring countries of South East Asia. The 
object of this scheme is to promote closer cultural relations between 
the Asian countries, and the fields of study specified are, in most cases, 
arts and cultural subjects. Again, the Governments of China and 
France have concluded a Cultural Convention provxdmg during 1949 
study opportimities for 50 Chinese in France and 40 French in China. 
This is the first large scale project for interchange of scholars between 
an J^ian and a European country. The shift to a more two-way direc- 
tion, in the movement of scholars, which fox Asian countries has tended 
to he a one-way traffic, is carried farther by the Fulbright Agreement 
concluded between the Governments of the Umted States of America 



and China, under which 21 scholarships and grants-in aid have thus iar 
been awarded for the current year to American scholars for study, 
research and teaching m China. 

Further, for the purpose of encouraging foreign scholars to study the 
Chinese language, histoiy and culture the Ministry of Education has 
established, since 1945, Chinese cultural scholarships in outstanding 
institutions of higher learning in India, the United Kingdom and the 
United States of Ameiica that offer courses on Chinese culture For the 
current year, 50 scholarships are offered for nationals of the United 
States ; 15 for those of the Umted Kingdom ; and 10 for those of 
India. Fach award carries an annual stipend of U.S $1,500 for a 
period of three years. They have not been listed in Chapter IV as 
they are not awarded for study abroad. 


Colombia 

The report from the Mimstry of National Fducation describes the 
formation of the Department of Foreign Fellowships and Cultural 
Interchange in the Ministry with the aim of stimulating and expanding 
mternational fellowship opportunities in Colombia. It is proposed 
that all mtei national fellowsliips for Colombian nationals and for 
foreign nationals to study m Colombia be co-ordinated by the Depart- 
ment and administered m accordance with certain principles. These 
aim to make fellowships more readily available to all quahffed candi- 
dates in accordance with priority needs of the country and reciprocal 
arrangements with foreign countiies. At present the Government 
offers a certain number of fellowships for Colombian nationals for specia- 
bzed study or training for which suitable facilities are not available in 
Colombia. It is reqmred that candidates shoidd be mature persons 
who will return to their positions after their study abroad. The Uni- 
versity of Colombia offers a certain number of fellowship opportumties 
in Colombia, on an exchange basis, to scholars fiom other American 
repnbhcs, m any branch of learning pursued at the university. 


Czechoslovakia 

Complete returns on current international feUow^ship opportun- 
ities and awards made since the end of the war, are available from Cze- 
choslovakia. For the current year, information on about 1,000 fellow- 
ships of varying categories, awarded by the Government of Czechoslo- 
vakia, Governments of other European countries, the British Council 
and the umversities of the Umted States of America, have been report- 
ed. Not all these fellowships are hsted imder Czechoslovakia in Chap- 
ter IV, where awards are arranged under donor coimtries. Some are 
included in the returns from Belgium, France, Norway, the United 
Kmgdom and the United States of America. Others are bsted under 
their donor countries, such as Bulgaria, Denmark, the Netherlands, 
Sweden and Yugoslavia, even though, as explained in the Introduction 
on page 8, returns on all the fellowship opportumties have not been 
received as yet from such countries. 

A striking feature of the report from Czechoslovakia is the increase 
in the ntuuber of fellowships and in the number of candidates for all 
types of fellowships since the war. About half the total number of 
awards are for foreign nationals to study and travel m Czechoslovakia 
and the other half for Czechoslovak nationals to study abroad. To 
enable forcagn nationals to come to Czechoslovakia for study, the 
Czechoslovak Government, in awarding fellowships, does not iways 
insist on a knowledge of the languages of the country. Seventy-five 
per cent of all international fellowships to Czechoslovak and non- 
Czechoslovak scholars reported are provided by the Government of 
Czechoslovakia through the Ministry of Education. The Governments 
of Belgium, Bulgaria, Denmark, France, Poland and Yugoslavia, and 
for the Umted Kingdom and the Umted States of America the British 
Council and the umversities respectively, provide about 230 fellowships 
for Czechoslovak students to study in their countries. 

There are two types of awards currently available. Most common 
is the exchange scholarship, which is usually, but not always, a reci- 
procal arrangement. The duration of these awards ranges from one

The other type of fellowship js the summer study oi liav<‘l giant 
available to nationals of Bulgaiia, Fiance, Roland, the llinlcd Kingdom, 
the United States of America and Yugoslavia loi a peiiod ol lioiu lour 
weeks to lliiee months. The purpose ol these awaids is to ciialde^ the 
holder to travel in Czechoslovakia and gam a grcalci knowledge of tin* 
country and its people Sirmlai travel grants aie available lo iialionals 
ol GzocKo&lo'vakia foi summci study m Bulgaria, Poland, the \] S S.K 
and Yugoslavia Study of lecieational activities and knowledge ol 
the language of the countiy are additional aims m the case of giaiils loi 
summei tiavel in Yugoslavia. 

The JVfmibtiy of Social Welfare reports that m accordance with 
agrccmcats concluded with the Governments of Bulgaria and Poland 
duiing the current yeai, exchange of experts in the field ol social 
welfaie i& being airangcd and will he continued for subscquenl yoais. 
These opportunities have not been hsted as fuiiUei inlormation on 
conditions and duration of awards is awaited 

The Ministry^ of Social Wclfaie leceives fellows fioni the Umlcd 
Nations Division of Sociel Activities in the fields of lahoin and social 
laws, oigamzation of labour, national iiisuraiiee, iiidusliial health, 
co-operativca and tiacle imions The Mimsliy ol Education is respon- 
sible for leception, oiientation and placement of foioign seholais 
coming to Czechoslovakia and has a special dcpartxncnl for dealing 
"With fellowship administrative piohlems. 

Ecuador 

In Ecuador, the Government is the donor and administering 
agency foi all fellowships The report from Ecuador sUilcs that, at 
the present time, fellowship appoi turn ties are available to nationals 
of the country for study, m the educational insiiluUons of the 
Argentine, Chile and the United States, of any subject of national 
importance 


Eire 

International fellowships in Eire are piovided by the universities. 
Six opportunities are offered annualy as piizes for the most distin- 
guished graduates of the National University of Ii eland. 'I'hc 
awards are made on results of high level competitive examinations, 
to nationals of any country, who ate graduates of the university. 
The duration of each fellowship is two years and the field and 
country of study of the fellow is unrestricted, subject to approval by 
the Senate of the University 

Scholarships at Trinity College, Dublin, arc open to nation alft of 
all countries who may compete with local siudonts for entrance 
scholarships hut must pursue their university courses at the College. 
They have not been listed in Chapter IV for xoasons given in the 
Introduction On the results of the honours degree exainmaLion, 
graduates of the College are awarded, annually, scholarships which 
they may use for study at suitable institutions abroad. 


Finland 

The opportunities for international study available in Finland repor- 
ted in Chapter IV are those relating to the Government programme 
which operates on a modest scale in the fields of arcs, journalism and 
science, for Finnish nationals. About half of these awards arc reser- 
ved fox mature persons A report from the Finnish Foreing Ofiice 
indicates three other sources of mternational fellowships. There are

The repoit from Finland indieales a feeiJou> toxitraetion in the 
oppoiLunilios for study and Liaining foi Fitirush naUonalb abroad and 
loi foieign nationals in Finland 'J'liib is largely due to the decline 
m financial le&oiuees available foi cdueaUon aftei thr wai and to the 
foieign euiieiny sliortage The Bank of Fiulaml, it is leported, plans 
all fellowship piogiaiiinics, as the hnamial iinpiicaUous of such pio- 
giamnies, in the pieseiit e< onoime tiiuialion ol the eountiy, aic the 
dcfibive factor Under those ciieumbltiiiees”, says the repoit, “the 
possibility foi r'liiiiisli nationals to st udy in othci < ounLiies is dope ndcut 
(m pail) on seholsu ships nwaidcd by foieign (iovcinnieuts, foieign 
uiuveisiLies and foioign oigamzations” 

Similarly, eonlinuaUon of ojipoiLunilies piovided by the Goveiii- 
nicnl foi one fclhnv each fioui Fiance, Sweden, the Uiiilcd Kingdom 
and the United Stales of Amenta foi Hie tuinenl and fiiLiire years will 
he luiulcd by the icHouiecs of the Government, it should also be 
uoletl that undei these schemes, knowledge of Finnish and/oi Sw^cdish 
is neecssaiy

The French in toi national fcllowvhi]) piogramme, lepoilod in the 
llautlhook, has a eoulinuouh liisloiy liom the bomnnmg of the present 
ccutuiy when the Goveiiutienl set up the Service wca OSuvres Francahea 
et Ktrangeres and the Office National des Vriiver sites et Ecolcs Fum-^ 
^atses lo co-oiduiale and admmisier the expanding govcrnmenlnl 
foieign fellowship awards Before Jb39, three humlicd fellowships 
pea year weie oUeicil to foieign studtmts under the scheme In 194*5 
lh<i French (xoveiniutml ejitablished la Direction Cendiale dea liela~ 
/forth CuUitrellea in the Mimstbiedes Affairea Ftraiigbics as the adminis- 
temig agency of its la^ge-scale fellowship opeiations Tloahziiig that 
transportal ion and foreign exchange dinicullics made it well-nigh 
impossible lor students to come to France from abioad, the Govern- 
ment embarked m 1916 on one of the hugest State-sponsored fellow- 
ship schemes in existence — over 1,200 annual awards to scholars from 
all over the world- 

For the cuireut yeai, the Government oficis 750 fellowships to 
nationals of 50 countries foi sLutly in France* These 750 fellowships 
are given in terms of study periods (ten months each), making a total 
of 7,500 months of stmly Three types of fellowships arc oflered 
shoil-leim grants for a month oi two to emililc bjieeialiRLs to cairy out 
specific study plans ; fellowships for advanced btndy, rescaieh or 
further praiuieal training, for a period of ten mouths foi candidates 
who have iiomplotod then un dot -graduate studies , fellowships to enable 
younger students lo study foi sovoral yeais oi to eaiiy out a eoinploLc 
course of advanced study. As the period of time vanes m accordance 
with the btud;y needs of the candidate, the mimbei of fellows who 
actually will come to b’rance for the current year under the scheme is 
about 1,000 The Government i>ays 75 pox cent of the transportation 
costs to holders of six months fellowsliips or over, and varying amounts 
to holders of iivo to six months fellowships The subject fields of these 
study opportumties are unrestricted. With some of the Govornments 
of these 56 countries, the French Governincnt has cultural conventions 
and the fellowship scheme forms part of such agreements During 
1947, the French Govcinment made available 20 six months fellow- 
slups, umler Unesco sponsorship, for mature scholars, admimstrators 
and scientists, to nationals’ of China, Czechoslovakia, Danmark, Greece, 



tlie Norwrav and Poland. Another fellowship 

pmprr.nn’fj! * ^ab'idjized by Government funds lists opportunities for 
rt*-earoh in France at the Centre National de la Recherche 
Sermt/ fi^mr. for nationals of Belgium.. Italy, the United Kindgom and 
tne United States of Ameriea, on a reciprocal basis 

The Go\eTiitaent al«o sponsors an “assistantship” programme 
through the Office National des Universites et Ecoles Frangaises on an 
exchange basis. For the current year, 543 opportunities are available 
to teachers of French, mainly for nationals of the United Kingdom, 
and also for nationals from Austria, Canada, Germany, Italy and Spam 
These assistants are offered one year’s teaching experience m 
France, In exchange, 533 teachers of English are bemg sent from 
France to the United Kingdom for one year’s teaching in schools. 
.-Vn exten'^ion of such exchanges to Austria and Italy is contemplated 
in the near future. Salaries are paid by the receiving Governments. 

In addition, the Government offers 15 study grants for the current 
year to nationals from 15 designated countries, for a maximum of three 
months’ study of French culture at the Centre Culturel International de 
Hoy aumont 

The Mimstry of Labour operates a tramee exchange scheme between 
France and some of the countries of Europe. Under this scheme pro- 
perly qualified workers in France can go abroad to complete their 
technical education or learn a neie skill. About 400 French workers 
were placed during 1947, for a period of fi*om twelve to eighteen months, 
in farms, factories and firms in Belgium. Eire, Netherlands and Switzer- 
land. About the same number of workers from Belgium, Denmark, 
Eire, Luxembourg, Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and the 
United Kingdom were placed m French trades and professions. Each 
worker, after placement, is tested on his ability and skill and receives 
the w age current in the coimtry for that grade and quality of work. The 
occupations in which this scheme operates include tailoring, painting, 
textiles, watchmaking, engineering, commerce, restaurants, chemicals, 
photography, the retail trade, butchery, pharmacy, ^ocery, hairdressing, 
insurance, transport, secretarial work, the electncS trade, shoemaking, 
nursing and other branches of agricidtural, industrial and commercial 
trades. For the current and future years, similar opportunities are 
offered fox exchange of trainees between France and the other countries 
Further information on such schemes, and the various international 
conventions and agreements governing them, is available at the Inter- 
national Labour Organization. 

Eighty fellowahips for advanced study m any subject in any foreign 
country are offered for the current year by the Government of France 
to French nationalb. The aim of these fellowships is to provide French 
university graduates with opportumtiea of completing then, study and 
research in foreign countries The duration of each aw ard vanes from 
two to ten months. Subject fields m the past have been medicine 
and public health, technology, lavr, literature and language ; and the 
countries of study were : United States of America, Umted Kingdom, 
Switzerland, Czechoslovakia, Italy and Spain. 

Seventy-one lectureships in the 16 universities of France are open 
for the current academic year to professors and lecturers from Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Italy, Poland- Portugal, Rumania, Spam, 
the United Kingdom and the United States of America. These 
appointments are made by the universities; funds are in some cases 
provided by the French Government or by the sending country, and 
in others by the timvcrsity. 

Another group of study grants is provided for the current year by 
the Entr'^aide Umversitaire FrangaUe, for Displaced Persons and Refu- 
gee stud<mts to study m France. One hundred grants are offered for 
bp^h Refugee students and 238 grants for Displaced Persons and 
Refugee students from other countries. In both cases, preference is 
given to students who have almost completed their studies and are 
likely to become self-supporting in the near future. 




Reporls foom India on fellowships, which cannot be complete until 
Ihe cenixta budget appropriations are de«dded,are enough to show that 
mtemational study plays a crucial role an governmental and private 



plans for the development of the country This is. in coiitrs?=t to pre- 
war years, when international study oppoitunities for Indian*=i were 
enjoyed by an unregulated flow of persons, wth. stifficient means, 
going mainly to the Umted K.iiigdomto study what they liked andboM 
they could. To-day an increasing number of fellowsbips is being pro- 
vided by tbe Central, Provincial and State Governments, p articular H 
for those Indians w’bo have the technical ahihty and qualifications but 
not the means for further training abroad The mam field of study for 
these State fellowships is technology and the technical sciences. The 
age and maturity of the fellows has also risen considerably. Most 
candidates are employees on leave or post-gradnates who return to 
definite employment. The whole fellowship programme is planned 
to fit m with the industrial and agricultuial development programmes 
of the Governments — Central, Provincial and State. 

While the fields of study have narrowed, the choice of the countries 
of study has bioadened.. in contrast to the pre-war years, to include 
Austraha, Canada, the United States of America and the countries of 
Europe as well as the United Kingdom The numerical scope of the 
official programme may be seen from the report issued by the Educa- 
tion Department of the Office of the High Commissioner for India in 
London in February, 1948, which records the placement of 603 fellow's 
in Eure, the Umted Kingdom and Western Europe for 1947-48, while 
the Education Liaison Officer for India in Washington D.C , records 
placement of 842 fellows in Canada and the United States of America 
for the same period. 

The Government of India also offers fellowships to nationals from 
neighbouring Afirican and Asian countries for study in India. Since 
1945, 5 students from East Africa, 6 from Indonesia and 11 from Iran 
have been received Reciprocal arrangements for the study of Chinese 
language by Indian scholars in China and the study of Indian philo- 
sophy by Chinese nationals in India, have been negotiated between 
the Governments of India and China Under this scheme, 11 Indian 
scholars have been sent to China annually for a period of three years 
each. This is a new post-war programme and represents the develop- 
mg cultural relations between India and the neighbouring African and 
Asian countries. 

The other main donor of International fellowships in India is the 
universities. Those programmes reported show an element of conti- 
nuity with*the p ast , Tn contrast to government pro grammes , opportun- 
ities for research in arts and social sciences are frequently 
offered. From the reports received there appears to be a gap in 
international educational opporiiimties in the fields of education and 
medicine. 

A significant role is also played by private endowments which con- 
centrate their programmes mainly on technical subjects. The financial 
assistance provided from these sources frequently covers only a part 
of the total expenses for study abroad and such assistance, the reports 
indicate, is in the form of a repayable loan scholarship. 


ItaIjY 


The returns from Italy record information on international fellow- 
ship opportunities assembled by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, mainly 
from government sources. Information on fellowships offered by private 
institutioiis is now bmng assembled by the Ministry and it is hoped to 
incorporate it in subsequent volumes of the Handbook. For the cur- 
rent year, 64 foreign study opportunities for Itahan nationals are ottm- 
ged by the Government in return for similar opportunities for foreign 
nationals m Italy. This type of exchange fellowship is operated by 
the Government in three ways. La the “cash exchange*’ scheme, a 
fellowship of 300,000 fire for eight months* study is provided for 
nationals of Italy in exchange for au equivalent amoimt placed at the 
disposal of Italian nationals in Belgium, Chile, Denmark, France, ^the 
Netherlands, Portugal, Spam, Sweden, Switzerland and the United 
States of America, The cost of travel is borne by the Government or 
by the fellowship holder, depending on reciprocal agreements on travel 
between the Government of Italy and the country concerned. Tuition 
fees are paid by the Government. In the second scheme, foreign 
scholars are placed in tiniYersities which provide board and lodging for

Italy and the coimiiies conrcTAird and is a useful mechanism in face of 
foreign exchange shonage*- 

The Government offers 2 frllowbiiips for Chinese nationals lor study 
at the Umversitj of Turin The Government of Italy also finances 
8 felloivsiiips foi Itahan nationals to study m any country in the fields 
of technical and social sciences Subjects are co-oidmated with the 
recoustrurtion needs of the couutiy For adv'‘anced study in engineering, 
scien'^e and agriculture 16 similar opportunities aie offered by the 
Itahan National Research Council foi study m countries offering smt- 
ahle facihlies The Itahan report calls attention to the offer of 5 to 
10 fellowships at the Islitiito Forldniiii m Rome and 3 at Naples hos- 
pital for foreign doctors, provided some foreign institution giants 
similar facihties to 2 doctors from the Istituto 


New Zealand 

International fellowship progiammes in New Zealand have been 
operating foi a considerable period, in the mam to afford qualified New 
Zealand giaduates with opportunities for advanced training in the 
United Kingdom and the Umted States of Ameiica The largest num- 
ber of fellowships IS donated through the universities and colleges of 
New Zealand by private individuals Nearly all of these fellowships 
are in the field of arts and related cultural subjects. The relative 
absence of opportunities m science and technology may be due to 
incomplete letuins or may suggest that, in these fields, facihties in 
New Zealand and/or Australia are meeting the need for advanced 
trainmg 

The other originator of fellowship piogrammes is the New Zealand 
Government Over a number of yeais it has regularly provided facil- 
ities for Its admimstrative personnel to participate in refiesher courses 
as well as regular academic couises m other countries 

A new post-war development is the New Zealand international fellow- 
ship programme, officially estahhshed in July 1948 as a consequence 
of Gnesco initiative. This provides oppoiLunities for study and train- 
ing m New Zealand foi matuie peisons fiom China, the Philippines and 
countries of South Ka&t Asia The subjects offered under the scheme 
have been planned with a view to reconstruction needs, m i elation to 
outstanding facihties in New Zealand Fields suggested include wool 
research, sheep-breeding, agriculture, animal husbandry, State medical 
care, rural education and pre-natal care The fellowships mark a 
departure from the more familiar pattern of longer-term fellowships 
m New Zealand, in that they arc for the benefit of mature persons 
and piovide for a study period of about six months in accordance with 
Uneseo s general fellowship policy These new educational and cidtural 
bonds between New Zealand and South East Asia, as in the case of 
similar Austrahan programmes, represent an important cultural deve- 
lopment in a region which, in comparison with others, is less extensi- 
vely served from European and American sources. 


Norway 


The returns on the questionnaire received from Norway foi the 
current and past years appear to be the most complete icceived from 
country International study opportunities in this country fall 
uito two groups- There are 196 fellowships for Norwegians to study 
m other countnes providedhy various endowments, foundations and the 
University of Oslo, ^ The subject fields are in all cases specified by the 
orgamzation providing the fellowships, in relation to its particular 
int^ests- Some of these fields are noteworthy. The Mumcipahty 
oi Oslo each year makes substantial grants to outstanding citizens in 
plastic arts, hterature, music, drama, aichitecture and jouiuahsm 



There are opportunities foi tiaimng in opera singing, photography and 
better business administration The Malthe Trust offers, for the 
current year, 10 fellowships lor Norwegian surgeons for further traimng 
Members of the teaching profession aie afforded many openings for fur- 
ther foreign study. 

The Government of Noiway opeiates a pi ogi amine iindei which it 
offers 41 fellowships, of whicii 13 aie for nationals of Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, France, Sweden, and the United Kingdom to study in 
Norway a subject related to Noiwegion cultme, and the balance is open 
to nationals of Norway for advanced study abroad in techmcal fields 
and the social sciences 

The Norwegian Government has also offered, through Unesco, 4 six 
months research openings in biology, meteorology and oceanography 
for advanced students from certain Unesco Member States 


Philippines 

The international fellowship programme opciating in the Phihp- 
pines has close links with the Umted States United, States awards 
offered to nationals fiom the Philippines iiLimbeu approximately 230 
and are lepoited undei the United States piogramme T'hey cover an 
extensive aiea of subjects related to technical and administrative 
reconstruction in the Republic The progiamme financed directly 
fiom Filipmo funds, listed m Ghaptei IV, coveis two schemes There 
IS the Goveinment “Pensionado” fellowslup scheme. Under the Gene- 
ral Appropriations Act, the Philippines Government includes a sum for 
sending “Peasionados’’ to the United States of America for studies 
that cannot be pursued to advantage in the Phdippmes. For the cur- 
rent year, 13 such oppoitxuuties are available, and the fields of study 
cover a wide range of technological subjects from agricultural engme- 
eiing and au -condiLionmg to mechanized farming Upon his return, 
the “Pen&ioaado” is reqmred to seive the Government for two years 
for every year spent m study abroad* 

The other major programme is operated by the University of the 
Phihppmes These fellowships and related opportimities arc open to 
members of the Umveisity faculty They include the following types 
university fellowships for semor inembers of the faculty for graduate 
study and specialization in foreign countries , partial fellowslups, 
comprising grants which cover part of the expenses of a number of 
fellows who have won an award from a foreign agency, sabbatical leave 
with pay, to semor membeis of the faculty, giants lor special detail for 
members of the faculty for further study abroad. 

The past close lelations of the Phihppmes with western education 
and technology have encouraged considerable movement of teachers, 
scholars, scientists, administrators, etc , to western coimtiies. This 
movement will probably be maintained as the Republic develops its 
own leconstruction plans, with possible shifts m the direction of neigh- 
bouring countries in Asia and the South Pacific 


Portugal 

The returns from Portugal list thiee types of international fellow- 
ships, all undci Government sponsorslup There aie 60 fellowships 
open to nationals from Portugal for study in any subject in any country. 
The stipends cover subsistence, travel and tuition. The aim of these 
fellowships is to afford further traimng to adnunistrators, teachers 
and research workers, etc The two other programmes reported cover 
grants made by the Government for holiday courses in Portugal for 
nationals of any country. 


South Africa 

In the Umon of South Afiica, international fellowship oppoi tunities 
aie provided mainly by the universities which admimster funds — their 
own or endowed — set apart for such purposes. About 50 such fellow- 
ships are recorded in the Handbook for the emrent year, m what appears 



tcf he au exliaustive report. One scholarsliip is available for a national 
of the United Kingdom to study or undertake research in South Africa. 
Most opportunities for international study are open to South African 
nationals who are graduates of one of the universities. In most cases 
the field of study is unrestricted, as is the country in which the fellow 
may study. 

The Government of the Union ol South Africa offers 7 fellowship 
opportumties, of which 3 are for their own nationals to pursue a course 
of study m any country in any subject. Four are for nationals of 
Belgium and France for study in South Africa 


United Kingdom 


Returns &om the United Kingdom so fai leceived show a total of 
about 1,600 fellowships for the year 1948-4f9 Theie are additional 
opportumties for international study in Great Britain, covered by the 
programmes for distinguished visitors and courses organized by the 
British Council, which, during the first quarter of 1948-49, benefited 
an additional 745 visitors from overseas. 

Private trusts, foundations and universities are responsible for the 
support and admimstration of the greater part of the United Kingdom 
international fellowship programme. About balf of these opportunities 
are open to non-Britxsh nationals and/or nationals of the British Uomi- 
mons and Colonies. Even of the remainmg, only a few are restricted 
to British nationals resident in the Umted Kingdom. 

For an adequate picture of the availabihty of British a-wards, ac- 
count must also be taken of the large number of fellowships and bur- 
saries, especially in the ancient umversities of Oxford and Cambridge, 
for which, students of any nationality are ehgible and, under certain 
conditions, may take necessary examinations m their own countries. 
The Tutor of Magdalene College, Cambridge, reports : “All our awards 
are fully open and can be competed for by students of any nationality,” 
These have not been listed in tbe Sandbook for tbe technical reason 
mvea in the Introduction, namely, that they are not specifically awarded 
for international” study. 

The subjects in which academic fellowships axe given are for the 
most part unrestricted and represent every branch of learning and 
technical skill ; opportumties for the study of medicme, architecture 
and technology preponderate, while social sciences, the humanities 
and music are frequently mentioned. Fellowships administered by 
trusts and foundations are generally more specific as to fields of study 
in hne with their special interests. 

The second group of fellowships is the government-sponsored and 
govemment-operated programmes. His Majesty’s Treasury awards 
for the current year a large n umb er of post-graduate studentships of 
from three to six years’ duration, to graduates of universities within 
the British Commonwealth, for the study of Onental, Slavonic, East 
European and Afbcan languages and culture. Under the terms of the 
awards, students are expected to spend not less than one-third of the 
period in countries to which their studies relate. Emoluments attached 
to these awards axe l^ge and are mtended to meet every contingency. 
There^are 38 fellowships reported for British nationals for further study 
m ^gncultuxe and alhed fields, sponsored by tbe Mimstry of Agnculture 
and Fisheries for use m any country. Another programme sponsored 
by the Foreign OflS.ce relates to Germany, under which German umvers- 
ity ^lecturers, schoolteachers, students and others are brought to the 
United Kingdom for educational visits of varying length. 

The Biitish Council, a national organization for the promotion of 
cultural relations with other coimtties,is the outstanding central adnun- 
istering agency mthe Umted Kmgdomin the field of mternational edu- 
9^^^^^^^*^kange » There are 2S7 British Council scholarships for study 
m the United Kingdom recorded for the current and subsequent years. 
They are awarded for one academic year to post-graduates of any 
nationality, m any field. In addition, 120 British Council hursanes 

available to tectocians for a period of three to six months’ traimne 
m non-academic fields. The Visitors’ Department of the British 
Council IS responsible for the reception and programmes of distinguished 
perso^ who may go ^ the Umted Kingdom at the invitation^ the 
Brittsh or overseas Governments. They represent aU professions. 



&OXO. rectors of univerBities to junior trade union o£B.cials. During the 
fust quarter of the current year the Visitors’ Department has received 
and placed 294 visitors. The Council acts as the admimstering agency 
for XJnesco fellows studying m the United Xingdom, and for the Unesco- 
^onsored fellowship programmes of various British donors, e.g. the 
Press and Film Fellowships and the Lord Mayor of London’s Fund 
Fellowships. Similar services are rendered for United Nations Division 
of Social Activities and World Health Organization fellows who study 
in the Umted Xingdom. The following figures indicate generally the 
fields of interest of visitors from 56 countries received in the first 
quarter of 1948 * •“ science, medicine, agriculture, engineering, 146 ; 
education, 45 ; social science, welfare, pubhc administration, 29 ; arts, 
music, drama, 29 ; museums andhhraries, 11. 

The Courses Department of the Council organizes courses for pro- 
fessionals and for post-graduate students and teachers from abroad. 
They have not been hsted in the Handbook as the number of such 
opportumties provided and partly financed from Council funds cannot 
he determined in advance. The following figures show the fields of 
interest of course memhers representing some 41 coimtries during the 
first SIX months of 1948 : — engineering, 49 ; agriculture, 8 ; education, 
165 ; social science, welfare and pubhc admimstration, 139. 

Under an exchange scheme for primary and secondary school tea- 
chers, which has not been hsted completely, pending receipt of fuller 
details, about 750 teachers from the United Kingdom are sent to teach 
in schools in Austraha, Belgium, Canada, France, New Zealand, South 
Afinica and Switzerland, in return for similar anangements durmg the 
current school year. About 500 of these exchanges are between the 
United Kingdom and France. 


United States of Amebica 


Heturns from the United States of America so far received record 
some 2,800 international fellowships available during 1948-49. They 
are provided by three types of donors — the United States Govern- 
ment ; private foimdations ; and organizations and umversities. 

Under the Umted States Government programme, approximately 
660 fellowships for foreign nationals are reported, of which approxi- 
mately 400 are for citizens of the other American Bepubhcs. This 
programme of cultural interchange with Latin America was initiated 
in 1938, in implementation of the Buenos Aires Convention, and greatly 
eimanded durmg the war years by the wartime Office of Inter- American 
Anairs and the Inter- departmental Committee on Scientific and Cul- 
tural Co-operation, a body repiesenting some 20 Government agencies 
set up to develop a programme of scientific, economic and cultmal co- 
operation with the other American Hepuhhcs. Prominent also in the 
Government programme is a large number of awards available to 
nationals from the Philippines, in implementation of the Philippine 
Behahihtation Act of 1946. The Umted States programmes of aid 
to Greece and Turkey also include funds for study and trainmg. 

Notable in all these schemes are the opportumties ofiered to 
administrators or civil servants for “in-service” or intern training with 
various departments of the Fedeial Government m such fields as 
agriculture, public health, communications , child and social welfare, 
industrial management, census and statistics. 

Another comparatively new development of the Government pro- 
gramme is the opportumties afibrded American scholars, teachers, and 
students to study abroad under the Fulhright Act. This Act, passed 
in 1947, authorizes the use of some of the currencies and credits of other 
countries acquired by the Umted States through the sale of surplus 
property, for educational exchanges. So far 9 agreements under the 
bill have been concluded between the United States Government, on the 
one hand, and the Governments of Belgium, Burma, China, France, 
Greece, Luxembourg, New Zealand, the Philippmes and the Umted 
Kingdom, on the other. Up to the present time, 225 opportunities 
have been offered for teachers and post-graduate students m the Umted 
States to study and/or teach in some of the cotmtries mentioned above. 
Under the agreements, grants are also envisaged for nationals of those 
countries to travel to the Umted States for study, or to meet expenses 
of study in American institutions within their own or other partici- 



pating coxmtiic" Fxuthcr agreements under tLe Fulbiigiit Act aie 
currently envisaged tlie Go’v einments of Arislralia, Egypt, Italy, 

tlie Nctlierlauds, rway, Siam and Trukey. 

In addJxuni 1*^ the Fulhriglit Act, tiie Internalional Educational 
informaTinii and E:\.f haiigc Act (Smith-Mundt), passed in Febiuary 
1918, autkorizc-s c»n extension 1»\ tlie Oox-ernment of educational, scien- 
tific and cultuiai excliange piograiiimes, pailiculaily for nationals 
outside tile Aiiieiican contmem. 

Retiiins so lai leceived from pi ivate foundations, orgam^iations and 
mdi'vidual donois report more than 1,300 fellowsiups, of which, the major- 
ity are ofiered to foreign nationals Outstanding foundation program- 
mes are those operated hy the Hockefellei Foundation, notably in 
the fields of sciences, the humanities and medicine , the Cainegie 
Corporation m countiies of the British. Commonwealth , the Common- 
wealth Fund for Anglo-American cultural exchange , the Guggenheim 
Foundation m Inter- Ameiican cultural affairs An impoitant source 
of many fellowships is the hi-national cultuial organization Groups 
of this type, particularly of European origin, maintain links with their 
“home"” countries , a notable example is the Amencan-Scandmavian 
F oundation 

Tlie thud tnajoi rat''‘goiy of donors is the universities About 
100 fellow^slnps and 75 assistantslnps are offered, foi 1948-49, by univers- 
ities and colleges, m what appear to be not altogether complete leturnh 
It is notable that a great many individual American institutions finance 
foreign students on their campuses, some to a considerable degree. 
University fellow'ships not designated for overseas students are foi the 
most part open to general competition These opportunities are not 
hsted 111 the Handbook as they are not specifi.cally donated for intei- 
national purposes Belated opportunities are also piovided foi foreign 
nationals by what are termed “assistantslnps” and subsidized teaching 
posts m universities and colleges 

At the present time, international study programmes in the United 
States are not extensively orgamzed on an exchange basis, largely foi 
reasons of salary differentials and. the difficulties in financing transat- 
lantic travel m non-dollar currencies. An exception is the Angio- 
Ameiican teacher exchange scheme, sponsored by the United States 
Office of Education, which is currently being extended to Canada and 
France 

Together wntli the grownng governmental activity m cultmal inter- 
change, the most notable feature of the total United States activity in 
thi.s field is the variety of private effoi ts, by mdrsuduals and organiza- 
tions of all types, as well as the universities Many of these effoi ts 
have yet to be reported. The interest m educational exchanges evi- 
denced by many groups represented m the United States Unesco Natio- 
nal Commission, is proof of the desire in many quarteis to expand the 
number of study opportunities for visitors from abroad In this 
initiative, the Institute of International Education, the leading non- 
governmental agency in the Umted States specializing in administra- 
tion and co-ordination of international fellowships and study pro- 
grammes, which also admmisters Unesco Fellowslups in the IJ,S A , 
plays an outstandmg role.

CHAPTER III 


SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR AGENCIES PLANNING 
PROGRAMMES OF INTERNATIONAL 
FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS 


Success of inLeinational fellowslup programmes depends to a consi- 
derable extent on careful planning of administrative detail and struc- 
tuie. These noicii aim to provide a working guide, based on the 
expeiience of admmisteiing agencies, for those wishing to set up an 
international fellowship progiamme It assumes that the fellowship 
funds are m hand It outhnes the stages in planning and administering 
a fellowship fioin the vie\fpoint of the country of study As additional 
material on fellowship administration becomes available, the broad 
pattern outlined here will be further developed. The piesent discussion 
aims at suggestion rather than defimleness. 

Stage I — Long-Term Planning and Budgeting 

The effective admimstration of fellowships requires ample time* 
Unavoidable delays must be discounted in advance. Nine to twelve 
months under present post-war conditions may be necessary from the 
initial announcement of a scheme before arrangements can be made 
for a candidate to take up his appointment. This allows time necessary 
for placement airangements, and the lequued negotiations of many 
candidates w^ho may need to interrupt employment or studies to go 
abroad 

In the financing of international fellowships, it is wise to budget 
overgeneiously, both for administrative costs and for contingencies. 
Some experts believe that an emergency reserve of 10 per cent of the 
total value of the awaid should be set aside to meet unforeseen expenses 
in respect of tuition, travel, medical services (particularly if health 
insurance cannot be arranged), etc. 

A complete fellowship budget for study overseas would include 
provision ior the following, though not necessarily aU financed from the 
same source, and m the majority of cases partly coveied by candidates 
themselves : 

(a) monthly stipend to cover living costs during period of study ; 

(b) extra charges for Imtion, books, mstruction, etc. ; 

(c) charges for emergency health services if msnrance not 

available ; 

(d) approved travel withm coimtry of study ; 

(e) travel iiom home to country of study and return ; 

(f) holiday expenses (if fellowship covers more than one aca- 

demic year) , 

(g) continuing home expenses of fellow during period of study 

abroad ; , 

(h) clothing and equipment expenses (for candidates from diffe- 

rent chmatic regions). 

Few awaids will meet all the items here listed, particulaily conti- 
nuing home expenses. Some agencies will wish to provide for most 
conlmgencies, whereas others will wish to develop opportunities on a 
co-operative basis, with various groups contributing to the total fund 
by offering, for example, a tuition grant, travel money oi vacation 
facihties It is recommended, however; that most essential elements 
in the budget he provided for, if possible, before the initial announce- 
ment of the award is made. 



Stage II. — Selectigt? of Beneficiary Country or Countries 


In the majority of cases, donor agencies wiU specify countries to be 
benefited by a^vards If time is short, it is preferable to designate 
specific beneficiary countries, as selection of candidates from more 
than one coxmtry for a single award is time-consuming. This Handbook, 
'while in no way complete, may be suggestive of needs, both as to sub- 
jects of study and beneficiary countries, to potential donors wishmg 
for such information 

Stage III. — Planning Field of Study 

Clear definition of the field of study of the grant will assist in exped- 
iting judgement of the qiialifi.cations of candidates. Selection of sub- 
jects depends on availability of study facihties in the donor country, 
the needs m the beneficiary country and quahfications of candidates. 
Here is a point where private and public agencies operatmg programmes 
might pool their resources to establish a umfied means of gathering data 
on the availabihty and conditions of study. 

If the field of study or observation is outside wbat can readily be 
arranged in an academic setting, elements of the study programme 
should he given careful thought. In the field of public administration, 
for example, which government departments will be ecjuipped to wel- 
come trainees or observers for more than casual mterviews ? Can cer- 
tain libraries, museums, art galleries and studios, for example, give 
attention and a period of “work experience” to properly qualified per- 
sons ? The same problem applies to the technical fields in industry or to 
tr aini ng periods for the study of the mass media, w'here newspapers and 
broadcasting stations may be required to make considerable adjustments 
m their routmes to receives trainees and observers. 

Students, in general, wish to study in the more widely known insti- 
tutions, but equally suitable openings more readily available m less 
well-known institutions should be developed. The pressure of enrol- 
ment in colleges and universities throughout the world underscores the 
desirabihty of planning awards to assist dispersion. An equally impor- 
tant by-product of such dispersion is the wider arena it anords fox the 
exchange of ideas between hosts and visitors. 

Stage IV. — Arrangements with Beneficiary Country 

Effective channels of communication between’^donor'and benefic- 
imy countries should be established as early as possible. Each scheme 
has Its own problems, and before the fellowship is actually awarded, 
understanding will have to be reached on many details such as ; — the 
interchange ability of academic credits ; eq[uivalence of degrees ; the 
exact field covered by the grant ; the length of tenure ; the age hmit ; 
language and other personal qualifications of the candidate. The 
respective roles of the donor and beneficiary agency in the selection 
process should be carefully defined. There should also he clear imder- 
Btandmg on problems of currency exchange, visa regulations and related 
matters. There is no set pattern for all cases. 

Stage V. — Techniques of Screening and Preliminary Selection 

Procedures for selection of candidates will vary with the nature of 
the award. Where a fellowship is offered by a foreign donor, initial 
evaluation of candidates may be made in the beneficiary country by 
a committee of Bpeciahst&,ofQ.clal or imofficial; at tbis stage a represent- 
ative of the donor agency may be appointed to sit with such a com- 
mittee. 

This screening or selection committee may receive applications ffrom 
candidates as a result of a publicized competition, based on the results 
of examinations or evaluation of quahfications. Or technical bodies, 
university faculties and government departments may he requested*^ to 
recommend and sponsor candidates. When the subject is of a general 
nature, the public competition method may be used. If the awards are 
very special^ed, the recommendation of the expert group or the expert 
concerned may assure the most highly qualified apphcants. Neither 
method is mutually exclusive. 

The comnnttee should be concerned with the specific credentials 
and quahfications of the candidate as well as hte general quahfioationB 



for study'' abroad, particularly liis personal adaptability aud language 
competence. It is at this stage in tbe selection procedure tbat inter- 
views are recommended. 

Stage VI. — Final Selection as a Function op the Donor Agency 

Final approval of awards generally rests witb tbe donor, but he 
may delegate this responsibility to a member of an official agency, or 
some fellow national living in tbe beneficiary country. Review in tbe 
donor country, however, may assist the local representatives, while 
permitting examination of candidacies in the light of the study facibties 
available. 

Stage VII. — Letter op Instructions 

When final selection is made, the administering agency should send 
the fellow a detailed letter, re-elaborating the conditions of the award 
and givmg him full instructions for his travel, and information on 
passport and visa formahties. This letter is frequently required before 
a passport and visa are granted. Wherever possible, a local represen- 
tative should be requested to assist him in bis preparations, which 
should be started as early as possible, particularly if he is to arrive by 
a fixed date. 

The letter of instructions should include a clear financial statement, 
showing the dates of payment and amount of the stipend , the amount 
of money available to cover travel and incidental expenses ; funds for' 
books, laboratory instruments, etc. ; expenses to be met out of the 
candidate's own pocket, such as home allowances or emergency medical 
attention. It should also set out the terms on which he may or may 
not be allowed to undertake part-time employment during the study 
period. 

Stage VIII. — Placement 

The placement of fellows requires a clearly developed plan of study 
by tbe candidate. Such information also assists the selection committee 
in evaluating the interests of the candidate. 

Prior to his arrival in the country of study, efforts should be made 
to develop the fellow’s own study plan in considerable detail. In spe- 
ciahst fields, owing to overcrowdUng and other factors, placement may 
take considerable time, aud it may even be found necessary to suspend 
tbe fellow'sbip if placement cannot be arranged. It is inadvisable to 
begin making travel arrangements until there is a reasonable assurance 
of placement. Each placement, especially at the graduate level where 
so much IS at stake, must be a t^or-made job which will require a 
rather intimate knowledge of the blackground of the candidate, as well 
as of the place where be should study. 

Administering agencies are well advised to make prior plans fox 
fellows’ Hvuig accommodation at least for the initial phase of the study 
programme. 

Stage IX. — Reception and Orientation 

Well-planned aud effectively administered reception of fellows is 
an important element in the success of the study abroad. Many experts 
stress tbe utility of a specific orientation period, both prior to departure 
firom home and on arrival. One agency leqpiires prospective fellows 
to review their plans of study carefully before departure. Special bibHo- 
grapbies are sent to the fellow for preparation in bis field of study. 
Fellows who have a period of waiting b^ore departure may use the 
opportunity for additional language study and reading ^out the 
country. 

On arrival, orientation of fellows may range from a series of inter- 
views to an intensive three months’ course of language study. Some 
agencies orgamze programmes which include distribution of handbooks 
that assist orientation, a week or more in a “vestibule” course where 
students are acquainted with local customs and usage and, in some 
cases, a language refresher course. 

The extra-mural aspect of the programme should he given attention, 
and contmuing aid should be avail^le both for personal and study 
problems. The amount of aid required will vary. But in any pro- 



i^rainTne of tlus kind- cnrefiii and sympathetic planning will help to 
meet the needs of individuals who. in the most favourable circums- 
tances. are being required to face new problems and make many 
adjustments 

Stage X — Follow -up and Reporting 

The amount of supervision by an administering agency duimg the 
fellowships will vary with the nature of the award. In the case of 
strictly academic awards, the normal super\nsion exercised by umversity 
administi ations and the curricula attendant on work towards degrees 
or examinations may be supplemented, by occasional repoxts from tlie 
fellow or his academic supervisors to the administering agency Foi 
the more matme fellow, on a less formal course of study, occasional 
reports to the administering agency are frequently requned in addition 
to routine communications concerning itinerary and approval of changes 
in plans of study 

Following the teimination of a fellowship, most agencies require a 
report on the results achieved during the stay abroad In sebemes 
which do not lead to a specific degiee (in itself a measure of work 
accomplished), fellows may be requested to submit to the donor, the 
administering agency or government department, a compiehensive 
report. Some sebemes require reports at intervals of six months for 
two years after the teinunation of tlie study period 

Such reports, in addition to assessing the effectiveness of the fellow’s 
study, may help in passing to a wider audience the knowledge gained. 
The World Health Organization- for example, publishes the more 
outstanding repoits of WHO fellow's m the bulletin of the Organiza- 
tion. Reports also aid the beneficiary countries in making the best 
use of the newly acquired experience, and administering agencies in 
developing their knowledge of study facihties in particular countries. 
This IS of use in planning future programmes
